W e stay ed there

Ornans, w e

train and took m o to r trucks about 15 
miles to a little town called 
F r e y .

AYe were there about a week. Then 
I and three or four others went to 
Ornans for special training . I vs rote 
y ou several letters from this place.

me writing , 
about the old town 1 was in and how 
we ate cherries every time w e had 
time to g o after them, and here is 
where I spent the -4th or J u ly . 


The school lasted a bout 5 w eeks 
and by tho time wo went back to our 
battery that had moved to a camp 
near th e town of F r e y . 
Here we 
went to the artillery rang e and had 
thout three weeks' real practice in 
every thing . 
On tho 17th or 18 th 
of Aug ust wo left tin- camp all ready 
for the Huns. 
W e hiked tw o day s. 
On the afternoo n of tho second day 
we arrived at B e s n am o n , where 
we 
loaded on tho 'rain ag ain. 
On this 
trip 1 d id n ’t ride in a crowded box 
ear. but on a fiat cat that one of our 
g uns was loaded on. I had more room 
and could see the country better. On 
i ins trip up to the trout 
we went 
throug h several larg e towns, Toul, 
Nancy and a couple of other s that 1 
have forg otten the names. 
This was 
only about an eig hteen Imur trip. 
I 
forg ot the n am e of the town w e u n ­ 
loaded at up near the front, but we 
were there one day and from this 
place our traveling at nig ht 
beg an, 
as w e left there in the veiling and 
hiked all nig ht. 
No one was allowed 
to even light n match. 
The worst of 
it was we c o u ld n ’t sm o k e as we had 
been used to doing on hikes.

d id n ’t mind it

In day tim e we would 
halt in so m e w o o d s along the road 
and stay under cover all day and hike 
ag ain at nig ht.

we could n't even use a little pocket 
flash lig ht. 
I never expect to put in 
such night, ag ain, but above ff all we 
g ot thore and no one ever tried to 
g et out of any of it, but each man 
did his bit. 
A fter our g uns were at the front 
we had to haul am munition nearly 
eve ry nig ht, which was about a 1 2- 
mile trip, from 
our 
camp 
in 
the 
w oods to the ammunition dump and 
from th ere to the g uns and back to 
our camp. 
Well, finally the day came for the 
drive which lasted only a day or tw*o, 
hut w as very successful. 
The last 
nig ht 
w e 
went 
over those 
muddy 
dark roads was th*- worst of all. 
W e 
were nearly all nig ht g e tting out to 
the main road. 
W'e g ot up to where 
our g u n s were and found we were 
g oin g to start for ano ther front. 
I forg ot what the name of this 
front was. 
We g enerally call it the 
Metz front as the town of Metz was 
about 25 miles hack of the Germ an 
front line and was a German town. 
It w as about the 2 'd h of S e p te m ­ 
ber that w e started for the Verdun 
front. 
You re mem ber the big battles 
they had here a y ear or two ag o.

g ot to this front about the 2 5th, and 
put our g un s in position the s a m e 
nig ht we landed there. 
Then we had 
to haul am m u n itio n ag ain. 
Here we 
had g ood roads so it w as n ’t so had, 
and we beg an to travel in day time, 
instead of nig ht so much. 
In a couple of day s or on the 27 th 
the drive started and it was a drive.

front 
the 
G erm ans 
d id n ’t fight so much, but hero they 
put 
up a g ood one. 
But just 
the 
sam e we drove them hack and pretty 
soon our g u n s were out of rang e so 
that meant anoth er move. 
W’e st art­ 
ed in the forenoon with our g uns. We 
were nearly all day ad vancin g about 
7 miles, as the roads w e r e in had 
condition across tho country that had 
been ‘ n o -m an ’s lan d ” just the day 
before. 
T he roads w e re m uddy as 
usual and full of shell holes that had 
been freshly filled 
up 
by 
the 
e n ­ 
g ineers. 
Then there 
was so 
much 
traffic on the road and all g o in g for­ 
ward, hut the order was for all ar ­ 
tillery to g o ahead of eve ry th ing else 
as 
the infantry couldn't 
hold 
the 
g round without help from artillery . 
That e v e n in g we put our g u n s in fir­ 
ing position once more, this time only 
a little w ay s back of the front line 
trenches, and that n ig h t we had a 
few m e s s ag e s from the Germans, but 
the first shell from

c am e a couple of nig ht before this, f

forg et 
th e 
nig ht 
th ey 
sh el led us. 
I can ’t tell just how* they 
do m ak e a fello w feel, but an y th in g 
hut c om fortable when they land close 
e n o u g h to throw dirt in y our face. 
In our second position we also got 
a few of their shells, hut believe me, 
they g ot a g ood many more of ours.

ed as if they intended to stay there, 
but whe n all the allied artillery up 
there cut loose they chang ed their 
minds and started hack.

Let me ta k e at ra nd om tw o of his 
phrases: “ Raise th e level of individ­ 
ual m orality.” and, “ strength en the 
average individual c h a rac ter.” T h e r e ­ 
fore. state sm ans h ip to him was s om e ­ 
thing more th a n dealing w ith cold 
form ulas of governm ent. 
It had to 
do with the innerm ost facts of h u­ 
man life. 
He was, therefore, som e­ 
th ing more than a sta tesm an. 
He 
was a great teacher as well. 
Of tiiis career, filled with great ac­ 
hievements, 1 v enture to say that his 
largest service to his c ountry and to 
th e world was d uring the last years 
of .his life. 
W ith out th e pow er or 
prestige which office gives, his w as 
Hie most potent 
and 
most 
useful 
voice th a t was raised, first, for pre­ 
paredness against the dangers which 
he foresaw, and then, when those 
d ange rs came, in arousing his coun­ 
trym en to their m agnitude. 
in the darkest hours of the war. 
when ruin of all seemed near, there 
was not a lover of bis country a ny­ 
where who did not 
t h a nk God 
for 
T heodore Roosevelt. 
Americans ev-, 
eryw here turned to Oyster Bay, and 
renewed alike th e ir courage and their
